.The politicians are BtiU speculating 


concerning the new Secretary of the 
Treaenrv, it being generally conceded 
the* Secretary Manning's dny» will so»n 
.b» ever. 'The latest Washington news 
ii to the effect that the President is 
credited- with a-deiire to pnt a New 
York man at the head of the Depart- 
ment at all hazirds. He ssemi unpre- 
pared, howeTer,'to repeat the mistakeol 
A year ago and give N«w York two places 
ia the Cabinet again. This being the 
ease, it ii suggested that he will put 
Secretary Whitney at the head of the 
Treasury and fill the vacancy thus ore- 
' »ted in the Nary Department by the se- 
lection of aome Western man, thongh in 
go doing he might offend the seaboard 
Stater, from which, as a rule, Secretar- 
ies of the Nfivy hare bee» taken! or, it 
ia said, he might avoid violating tra- 
ditions and go to the Faciftc Coast for 
Ilia Secretary of the Nary. There is 
material enongh in California. Either 
Goternor Stoneman, Colonel Floornoy, 
frank O. Newlands or Mr. Delmas 
wonld be glad eaongh to be called into 
the Cabinet. It 13 generally conceded 
that the Secretary of the Treasury, who- 
ever it is, must have the support of 
Samnel J. Tilden. For this reaaoii it 
is believed that Assistant Secretary 
Fairchild and Congressman Scott stand 
the best chance of being chosen by the 
President, for both have the confidence 
of Tilden. 


TUB HEW TAKlFir BILL. 


Jntgo Keller Preview Ui«t It will 


ka.Btrea.te4. 


The new tariff bill Adopted by the 


Ways and Means Committee ia variously 
commented upon by tariff and anti-tar- 
iff people. Judge Kelley, in an inter- 
view Monday, probably expressed the 
Tiews of all (he protectionists M to the 
effects of the bill and the prospects of 
its passage. He said: "The bill is 
ikillially designed and deliberately ma- 
tared. Its purpose is to effect a fatal 
break in the protective system and to 
prepare the way tor the sure overthrow 
of tbal system. The great interests 
which sre omitted from its provisions, 
bat which were incladed in the bill 
which Morrison sent to the Committee 
of Ways and Means, are as aisuredly 
marked for eatly extinction as are sheep 
husbandry, woolen manufaetires, salt 
aid lumber, three of which arc placed 
on th» tree list, and the fourth, woolen 
textiles, put under such rates as they 
cannot endure and survive." 


"What is your opinion as to thepros- 


peota of the bill passing?" was asked. 


"The men whose capital and skill are 


dependent for profit and wages on the 
protection of oar industries will not 
combine against their fellows at the 
cost of their own fntnre prospects, and 
I regard the defeat of the bill as as- 
sumed by this fact." 


D.Z. Yost, Assistant U.S. Appraiser, 


at San Franoiioo, has returned from a 
visit to 'Washington, and when ques- 
tioned by a Call reporter as to the mo- 
tive of his Washington visit, reticently 
explained that he had gone on private 
business, quite eitraneoas to .political 
matters. "Although," he added, "of 
course, I did not forget to say a good 
word for the boys, you know." Mr. 
Tost r-aid that the appointment of Hearst 
was talked of in Washington, but be did 
sot believe -that Mr. Hearst would die 
Of overwork. "The fact is,'' said be 
"the Bentte does not. take kindly to rich 
nen * first sight. There is, in fact, a 
prejudice agamat them, and the pre- 
smmplive opinion eiists that it was thtir 
money and not their brains that put 
them there. They have got to make a 
bard fight to remove this impression." 


There wm filed wth the Sacretary 


of the Interior Mouday a letter of 15 
pages giving in detail the reasons why 
the President thould remove Register 
Whea-on. 
The 
letter states 
that 


"Wbeatoii's deputy had complained in a 
jeceut communication to the depart- 
ment that Wheaton was physically inca- 
pable of attending to the business and 
that the work of the office is being per- 
formed by subordinates, who discharge 
these duties in a perlanctory and negli- 
gent nunner. The charges contain no 
reflection upon Wheaton's official integ- 
rity, bnt simply rhow bis nnfitness for 
the position and the necessity to change. 
The letter, it is understood, has been 
prepared at the augg-stion of Secretary 
Lam*r, who will forward it to the Pres- 
ident to-morrow, accompanied by a rec- 
ommendation for Wheaton'» peremptory 
removal. 


Seamier Fair nud Cvllectsr Hnitrr 


It is said that Senator Fair it doing 


all he can to defeat the confirmation o 
the nomination of John S. Hager as 
Collector of tbe Port of San Francisco 
It was thought that Hager wonld be 
confirmed without doubt, although i 
has been stated to the Committee on 
Commerce that he is wholly witbou 
business experience, and that be i 
dictatorial and tyrannical in office; bn 
now that Senator Fair is determined t 
defeat him, his prospects oi goin 
throngb easily and without objection ar 
not so bright. Senator Stanford h^ 
not shown a disposition to antfgoniz 
any of tbe California appointments 
On the contrary, he said that be sbonl 
not interfere with tbe confirmation o 
any of the appointees. It is dpnlttfi 
whether Fair can succeed in defeat n 
Hager withaat the assignee of Stun 
ford, and it ia reasonably certain thi 
that assistance will be wanting.

A. Dawson, M. D., stated that 


he had examined the remains of 
the deceased and found two wounds. 
One was about an Inch above the 
right eye and about an inch and a 
half in length and cut to tbe skull 
bone. The other wound was about 
two and ». half inches .above, the 
fight -ear.i about, ona and a half 
inches in length, aud.cut down to 
the temporal'' muscle. .In neither 
case was tbe skulL fractured. Both 
vyo.updB.bad tbe appearance of hav- 
ing be:en'made by some sharp in- 
strument or sharp edge of timber- 
or iron. 
He thought the wi>u«ds; 
might have been made from fall- 
ing against the timbers of a railroad 
bridge by falling iroun a train, that 
both wounds could have beeu made 
at the same time. He was uuable 
to state whether or not the wounds 
were necessarily fatal, but blows of 
that character would likely cause 
temporary unconsciousness.
